NICHOLAS  (JAGER  OR  JAEGER)  YAGER,  was  born  about 
1G78  in  Wickersbach  Hesse,  Germany.  He  emigrated  to  America  in 
1713,  and  with  his  wife  Mary  Wilhoit  and  son  Adam  age  10,  joined 
the  Colony  of  1717  at  Germanna,  in  Spotsylvania  County,  Virginia. 

Were  naturalized  at  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  July  13,  1722. 

“NATURALIZATION  PAPER  OF  NICHOLAS  YAGER.” 

Alexander  Spottswood,  his  Majesty’s  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Colony  and  Dominion  of  Virginia. 

“To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  Greeting” 

Where  as  by  and  act  of  assembly  made  at  the  Capitol  the 
Twenty-  Third  day  of  October  1705,  for  the  better  Settling  and 
Peopling  of  His  Majesty’s  Colony  and  Dominion,  it  is  exacted  that 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  and  for  the  Governor  or  Commander- 
in-Chief,  of  this  Colony  and  Dominion  for  the  time  being,  by  a 
Public  instrument  or  letters  Patent  under  the  broad  Seal  thereof, 
to  declare  any  Alien  or  Alien’s  foreigner  or  foreigners,  being  al¬ 
ready  settled  or  inhabitants  of  this  Colony  or  which  shall  here¬ 
after  come  to  settle,  plant  or  reside  therein,  upon  his  or  their  tak¬ 
ing  the  Oath’s  therein  Prescribed  to  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
fully  and  completely  Naturalized,  and  that  all  Persons  having  such 
Public  instrument  or  Letters,  Patent  shall  by  virtue  of  said  Act 
have  and  enjoy,  to  them  and  their  heirs  the  same  immunities  and 
rights  of  and  unto  the  Laws  of  this  Colony  and  Dominion  as  fully 
and  amply  as  any  of  His  Majesty’s  Natural  born  Subjects,  have  or 
enjoy  within  the  same  and  as  if  they  had  been  born  within  any  of 
His  Majesty’s  Realms  and  Dominions;  Provided,  that  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  Constructed  to  enable  or  give  power  or 
privilege  to  any  foreigner  to  do  or  execute  any  matter  of  thing 
which  by  any  of  these  acts  made  in  England,  concerning  His  Maj¬ 
esty’s  Plantations,  he  is  disabled  to  do  or  execute. 

And  Nicholas  Yager  native  of  Wickersbac,  in  Hess,  having 
settled  and  inhabited  for  several  years  in  the  County  of  Spottsyl- 
vania,  in  the  Colony  and  now  made  application  to  me  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  Naturalization  and  before  me  taken  the  Oath’s  prescribed  by 
Law,  and  subscribed  to  the  Test,  1  do  therefore  pursuant  to  the 
said  authority,  hereby  declare  the  said  Nicholas  Yager,  to  be  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  fully  and  completely  Naturalized,  and  to  have 
and  enjoy  to  him  and  his  luirs  the  same  immunities  and  rights  and 
unto  the  Laws  and  Privileges  of  the  Colony  as  fully  and  amply  as 
any  of  His  Majesty’s  Natural  born  subjects  have  or  enjoy  within 
the  same  and  as  if  he  had  been  horn  within  any  of  His  Majesty’s 
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Realms  and  Dominions,  according  to  the  afore  said  Act  saving 
always  in  such  matters  and  things  which  by  the  Laws  of  England, 
concerning  the  Plantations  he  is  disabled  to  do  or  execute. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  Seal  of  the  Colony  this  the  Thir¬ 
teenth  day  of  July  1722,  in  the  Eighth  year  of  His  Majesty’s 
Reign. 

NICHOLAS  YAGER,  HIS  NATURALIZATION. 

A.  Spottswood, 

His  Majesty’s  Lieutenant  Governor 
and  Commander-in-Chief  of  Virginia. 

And  Adam  Yager,  born  at  Fuikeston,  near  Dusseidart,  in  the 
Dukedom  of  Newburg,  in  the  Empire  of  Germany. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  Seal  of  the  Colony  at  Williams¬ 
burg,  this  Nineteenth  day  of  September,  Seventeen  Hundred  and 
thirty  in  the  Fourth  year  of  His  Majesty’s  Reign. 

Note:  Adam  Yager  was  six  years  old  when  his  Father  Nicholas  Yager 

immigrated  from  Germany  to  America. 

Germanna,  Settlement  on  the  western  frontier  of  the  Colony,  was 
Established  by  Governor  Spotswood,  to  serve  as  he  said,  as  a  barrier 
between  the  Savages  on  the  west  and  the  English  Colonist  along  the 
Virginia  Coast. 

He  proved  a  harsh  and  cruel  Task-Master,  and  about  1725  these 
poor  Germans  began  to  patent  Land  of  their  own,  in  what  is  now 
Madison  County,  Virginia,  but  then  a  part  of  Spotsylvania,  then  of 
Orange  and  later  Culpeper  County,  Virginia.  Thus  while  they  were 
with  in  the  Territory  of  four  counties  at  different  times,  except  for 
the  seven  or  eight  years  they  were  at  Germanna,  they  remained 
always  in  the  same  locality. 

Tradition  in  the  Yager  family  asserts  that  Mary,  the  wife  of 
Nicolas  Yager,  was  a  Wilhoit,  probably  a  sister  of  Michael,  while  this 
has  not  been  proven,  the  fact  remains  that  there  have  been  scores 
of  Marriages  between  the  descendants  of  the  emigrant  ancestors. 

II.  ADAM  YAGER,  son  of  Nicholas  and  Mary  (Wilhoit)  Yager, 

born  September  29,  1707  in  Fuikeston,  Germany,  near  Dusseldorf,  in 
the  Dukedom  of  Neuberg;  came  to  America  with  his  father  in  1717, 
he  died  before  January  23,  1794  in  Madison  County,  Virginia-  He  was 
married  to  Susanna  Copeller,  Kabler,  Kubbler,  probably  as  sister  of 
Frederick  Cobler,  who  with  his  wife  Barbara,  joined  the  Colony  at 
Germanna,  in  1718,  they  had  issue:  1.  Michael,  2.  Barbara,  3.  John, 
4.  Nicholas,  5.  Adam,  6.  Godfrey.  His  will  probated  January  23,  1794.

15,  1732,  died  August  17,  1826  (he  was  known  as  BLIND  John)  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  YVilhoit,  in  1762. 

He  was  executor  ot  will  of  Peter  Clore,  his  brother-in-law,  in 
1763,  was  overseer  of  road  gang,  Land  grant  Lord  Fairfax  1765,  was 
also  trustee  of  Hebron  Evangelical  Lutheran  church  in  Madison 
County,  Virginia.  His  wife  was  the  daughter  of  John  and  Margaret 
(Weaver)  Wilhoit,  and  grand-daughter  of  Michael  Wilhoit.  Issue:

Note:  About  the  time  Daniel  Boone  was  preparing  to  leave  Kentucky, 

because  it  was  becoming  crowded  for  him,  “for  Spanish  territory 
beyond  the  Mississippi  River,  he  surveyed  “two  tracts  of  land  in 
Kentucky,  for  Adam  and  John  Yager  of  Virginia. 

The  notes  of  the  Survey,  in  Boone’s  hand  writing  are  copied  from 
one  of  his  field  books  as  follows: 

November  the  7th,  1795,  survaid  for  Adam  Yager,  400  acres, 
beginning  at  the  tract  on  the  Lick  Fork  of  Rockcastle  at  2  Bechis 
annd  ash,  thence  E  320  Poles  to  Poplar  and  white  walnut.  S  200  Poles 
to  Bechis  and  Ash,  W  320  Poles  to  a  walnut  and  shuger  tree,  thence 
to  the  begining. 

Survaid  for  John  Yager  400  acres,  begining  at  Adam  Yager, 
S.  E.  corner  S.  200  Poles  to  Walnut,  ash  and  ealrn  W.  320  Poles  to 
poplar,  shuger  and  white  Walnut,  N.  200  poles  to  a  walnut  and 
Shuger  tree  at  Adams,  S.  W.  corner,  thence  to  the  begining.  Earned 
V  ilhite,  Jesse  Yager,  Chan  Meu,  Joshway  Yager  marker. 

Barnett  Wilhide  was  a  son  of  Nicholas  Wilhoit,  who  came  from 
Virginia  to  Mercer  County,  Kentucky. 

Mary,  John  Yager’s  wife  was  a  sister  of  Nicholas  Wilhoit.  Bar¬ 
nett  Wilhoit,  married  Nancy  Broiles  (Broyles)  in  Virginia,  and 
settled  near  Danville,  then  in  Mercer  County,  Kentucky. 

Joshuay  Yager  was  John  and  Mary  (Wilhoit)  Yager’s  son,  he 
married  Mary  Wayland,  and  settled  in  Mercer  County,  Kentucky  also.

WILLIAM  WAYLAND,  son  of  William  and  Jane  (Chancellor) 
Yager,  born  May  11,  1814,  in  Washington  County,  Kentucky,  died 
October  21,  1881,  in  Morgan  County,  Indiana,  buried  in  the  Mount 
Zion  Cemetery  south  of  Hall,  Indiana.  The  following  Obituary,  at 
his  luneral,  which  was  preached  by  Rev.  J.  V.  Moore,  pastor. 

W.  W.  Yager  was  born  in  Washington  County,  Kentucky,  May 
11,  1814,  died  in  Morgan  County,  Indiana,  October  21,  1881.  He 
moved  to  Indiana  in  1846,  was  a  member  of  the  M.  E.  Church  having 
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joined  when  1G  years  old.  Settling  in  this  country  he  at  once  became 
an  official  member  and  during  his  long  connection  with  the  Mt.  Zion 
Society  he  was  always  an  official  member. 

His  home  was  always  home  for  his  Pastor,  as  many  brethern 
can  testify  who  traveled  Monrovia  Circuit,  no  trial  could  shake  his 
confidence  in  God,  or  his  attachment  for  church. 

He  went  down  to  river  brink  without  a  cloud  and  crossed  in  great 
peace.  When  he  saw  he  would  die  he  bade  his  friends  farewell,  spoke 
of  his  home  in  Heaven  and  told  them  to  meet  him  there. 

Mr.  Yager,  came  to  Morgan  County,  Indiana,  in  a  covered  wagon 
in  1846.  He  was  a  Democrat,  Granger  and  Methodist,  married  1st  to 
Sarah  Ann  Hinkle,  (daughter  of  Samuel  and  Jane  (Byers,  Hinkle), 
March  1,  1838.  She  was  born  in  Oldham  County,  Kentucky,  February 
10,  1822,  died  December  28,  1870.  She  was  an  invalid  when  they  came 
to  Indiana,  bringing  two  small  children  with  them,  issue:  (1)

ember  28,  1870,  48  years  of  age.  She  joined  the  M.  E.  church  in  her 
15th  year.  She  moved  with  her  husband  Wm.  Wayland  Yager,  to 
Indiana,  1846  and  though  a  subject  of  intense  suffering,  she  enjoyed 
great  peace  of  mind  and  when  her  last  child  was  converted,  she  said 
her  work  was  done  and  she  was  ready  to  depart  and  be  at  rest.

Mr.  John  T.  Yager  above  relates  several  Pioneer  incidents  and 
!  among  them  are  the  following,  his  grandfather  William  Yager,  was 

*  the  first  with  others  to  start  the  first  lair  in  Louisville,  Kentucky, 

and  at  the  fair  he  took  1st  prize  on  two  gray  mares,  next  year  at  the 
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fair  again  first  on  same  mares,  this  caused  a  little  talk,  the  third 
year  again  won  the  first,  this  caused  considerable  talk,  not  only 
among  the  stock  holders  but  outsiders  as  well.  So  they  told  him  that 
he  could  not  enter  the  mares  again,  in  the  fair,  he  told  them  that 
when  his  mares  went  out  he  would  too,  as  he  couldn’t  help  it  if  the 
others  did  not  have  as  good  as  he  did. 

This  bothered  the  stock  holders  considerable  as  Mr.  Yager  was 
very  influential  in  the  board  of  stock  holders,  they  told  him  he  must 
not  go  out,  as  they  could  not  do  without,  him,  never  the  less  they 
1  uled  his  mares  out  ol  the  lair.  And  Mr.  Yager,  true  to  his  w'ord, 
dropped  out  also.  This  of  course  was  a  great  loss  to  the  board  of 
Stock  Holders,  but  the  fair  still  continued. 

Mi.  John  1.,  said  his  grandfather  had  several  slaves  and  among 
them  weie  three  boys,  and  he  remembered  their  names  very  clearly, 
Jim,  lorn  and  Ed.  His  father  had  a  young  horse  and  the  darkies 
would  take  their  masters  horses  out  of  night  unbeknowns  to  their 
masters  and  race  them  and  that  his  grandfather’s  horse,  always  won 
the  race,  this  tickled  his  grandfather’s  darky,  that  he  ventured  to  tell 
his  grandfather,  who  doubted  the  story,  but  on  inquiry  found  it  to 
be  true,  and  afterw'ards  they  called  the  horse  racer.  This  last  anec¬ 
dote  happened  near  PeeWee  Valley,  Oldham  County,  Kentucky.

REVOLUTIONARY  WAR  RECORD  OF  ONE  JOHN  YAGER. 

Served  as  a  Private  in  Colonel  Morgan’s  Seventh  Virginia  Regi¬ 
ment,  and  was  wounded  in  the  service,  dates  and  details  not  stated. 

He  was  allowed  Pension  from  November  1,  1786,  on  account  of 
disability  resulting  from  the  above  mentioned  wo*nd,  Pension  No.  is  S. 
7985.  at  which  time  he  was  a  resident  of  “Augusta”  aged  about  thirty- 
<•  yc&sz.  •'V as  uvi/.g  in  1323,  ift  vVj'tne  County,  Virginia. 

John  Yager  died  January  3,  1831. 

It  appears  that  one  Mrs.  Hannah  “Yager”,  of  James  City,  P.  O. 
Madison  County,  Virginia,  stated  in  September  1837  that  her  late  hus¬ 
band  John  H.  1  ager,  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  ,and  she  at  that  time 
referred  to  one  “Thomas  Yager,”  relationship  to  the  soldier  John  Yager, 
not  shown. 

Note:  There  seems  to  be  two  John  Yagers,  who  were  Revolutionary 

soldiers,  this  second  John  Yager  must  have  been  John  H.  Yager,  who 
married  Hannah  Yager,  and  died  1818  in  Madison  County,  Virginia, 
his  oldest  son  was  named  Thomas.  This  John  was  the  oldest  son  of 
John  and  Anna  \ager,  and  John  and  wife  Anna  was  the  oldest  son 
of  Michael  Yager  and  who  was  the  oldest  son  of  Adam  Yager  and 
Adam  was  the  oldest  son  of  Nicholas  Yager,  the  subject  of  this  his¬ 
tory,  who  was  born  about  1678. 

So  this  John  H.  Yager  is  a  decendant  of  above  Nicholas  Yager, 
and  of  which  the  Author  is  also  a  direct  descendant,  but  possibly 
not  in  a  direct  line. 

The  1st  John  Yager,  Rev.  Soldier,  possibly  was  from  Pennsyl¬ 
vania,  who  came  to  this  country  before  the  Revolutionary  war,  it 
is  not  known  whether  they  are  any  kin  to  our  line  of  Yagers,  and 
on  later  investigation  it  has  been  found  that  the  records  of  either 
John  Yagers  will  not  definitely  establish  a  D.  A.  R.  record  for  the 
author’s  line,  we  first  believed  possible  to  establish.

John  Wilhoit,  son  of  Adam  and  Catherine  (Broyles)  Wilhoit 
married  1st  Smith,  married  2nd  to  Elizabeth  Blankenbaker. 

In  a  Volume  preserved  at  the  Virginia  State  Library,  and  known 
as  War  4,  page  400,  is  a  list  of  Soldiers  of  the  Virginia  Line  on  Con¬ 
tinental  Establishment,  who  have  received  Certificates  for  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  their  full  pay  agreeable  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  passed  the 
November  Session  1781,  on  this  list  the  name  John  Wilhoit,  appears 
as  having  served  as  a  soldier  of  Infantry  for  which  service  he  was 
entitled  to  a  balance  of  84  Pds.  10  Sh.  and  lid.  which  sum  was  paid 
to  himself  on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1784. 

Also  there  is  an  original  document  preserved  among  the  Archives 
of  the  State  (Va.)  and  is  known  as  “John  Wilhoit,  Orange  County, 
Petitions,  March  14,  1781  (B5473)  Also  see  line  of  Mrs.  Mary  Wilhoit 
Shoot,  whose  National  D.  A.  R.  No.  is  204464.  Also  Line  Gertrude 
Shoot  Blair  D.  A.  R.  No.  164126,  from  calendar  of  early  Wills  in
